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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite in 

that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. This claim is 

an omnibus type claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Boulayetal (6,108,799). 

As per claim 1, Boulay discloses a dual interface support for scripting languages 
(column 4, lines 52-63). 

As per claim 2, Boulay discloses an interface for loading a data object, the 
interface for loading a data object comprising one or more of the following : a procedure 



for obtaining a data server; a procedure for obtaining a connection string; a procedure 
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for closing a connection; and a procedure for opening a connection (column3, lines 32- 
36, column 4, lines 7-25).
